When they reached 
near the Malda District Hospital, they were suddenly sur- 
rounded by about 15 extremists. All the extremists were 
armed with deadly weapons. Some of the extremists jump- 
ed upon Shri Adhir Chandra Roy and stabbed him in the 
back as a result of which he fell on the ground. Shri 
Bhupesh Chandra Bhowmik tried to come to the rescue ol 
his companion but he was also stabbed by the extremists. 
Extremists then tried to snatch the rifles from the possession 
of the injured constables. Shri Bhowmik hit one of the 
extremists with his torchlight. He also fired two shots from 
his ride, in the meantime, Shri Adhir Chandra Roy was 
able to get into position and fired one round from his rifle. 
3 he shots correctly landed on two extremists including the 
leader. The leader died in the hospital.
